Command said Saturday two more 
American B52 bombers were shot 
down in bombing raids Friday over 
North Vietnam. They were the ninth 
and tenth big bombers the Com­ 
mand has acknowledged have been 
shot down since Monday night. 
The Command said the two planes 
were shot down Friday morning 
northeast and southwest of Hanoi. 
The 
crewmen 
were 
listed 
as 
missing. 
American 
warplanes 
bombed 
throughout North Vietnam Friday 
for the fifth consecutive day of the 
w ar’s 
m ost 
m a ssiv e 
aerial 
bombardment. Since 8 p.m. Monday 
night Saigon time, American planes 
have flown hundreds of missions 
against Hanoi, the port of Haiphong 
and other strategic points north of 
the 20th parallel. 
The campaign has been one of the 
most costly in the war. Although the 
U.S. command stopped giving the 
number of missing pilots downed 
over North Vietnam Friday—when 
the official list stood at 27—on 
grounds the numbers might help 
Communists looking for the downed 
fliers, at least 55 American fliers 
are missing 
in the raids. This 
number is based on the average 
number of crewmen in each of the 
planes 
the 
U.S. 
command 
has 
reported lost. 
So far the command has reported 
10 of the giant $8 million B52s lost 
and 
four other fighter-bombers. 
Each B52 carries a crew of six. The

What does 
Christmas mean 
to you? 


What does Christmas mean to 
Lompocans? 
We think it’s mostly for children, 
a La Purisima Junior High survey 
last week indicates; we think it’s 
centered 
mainly 
around 
Santa 
Claus, perhaps too materialistically 
so; more than half of us decorate 
Christmas trees out of a sense of 
tradition, almost a third of us don’t 
have them at all, and most of us still 
believe that the basic message of 
the season is the birth of Christ. 
These 
were the results of a 
personal interview survey of some 
800 Lompocans carried out by Barry 
O’Connor’s 
La 
Purisima 
eighth 
grade class last week On Dec. 12 
and 13, 16 groups of two students 
each were distributed throughout 16 
areas of the incorporated city with 
instructions to talk with as many 
people as would answer. At the end 
of each day’s polling the crews 
prepared reports on their findings 
and made projections in true Gallup 
fashion. 
The same six questions were 
asked by each student. To the first, 
“ Would Christmas mean the same 
to you if it were celebrated every 
two months?” , a 
strapping 647 
people (90 per cent) answered no, 
only 60 (8 per cent), yes, and 16 
didn’t know. 
“ How do you feel about buying 
presents at Christmas time?” Some 
323 Lompocans (53 per cent) said 
they felt good about it. 153 <25 per 


cent) said the feeling was great, 55 
described it as bad and 78 were 
indifferent. 
To the query, “ Why do you have a 
Christmas Tree9” 65 per cent of the 
respondents answered that they had 
one for traditional reasons, because 
they and their families have always 
had one, while a surprising 35 per 
cent answered that they do not have 
Christmas trees in their homes at 
all 
Some 72 per cent of those asked 
said that Christmas was for children 
more than adults and 440 people (55 
per cent > responded that Christmas 
is more centered around Santa 
Claus than God or Christ (25 per 
cent said both ) 
But many of these respondents 
said that they felt that the season 
was too much centered around 
Santa and over commercialized A 
common feeling, O’Conner relayed, 
was that an emphasis on material 
things in Christmas has tended to 
eclipse the genuine spirit of giving 
which, as in Charles Dickens’ “ A 
Christmas Carol,” is the kernel of 
the Christmas spirit. 
And this response was set against 
a backdrop of a 78 per cent response 
that the basic meaning of the season 
is still the birth of Christ.

So the rumor that wage 
and price controls will end 
soon is dashed, Mr. Nixon 
having announced that he 
desires 
another year or 
more of them And, to tell 
the truth, there isn’t much 
objection to them, if you 
count only the pressures 
generated 
by 
the 
big 
economic 
in terests. 
A 
recent poll showed that over 
one*half 
of 
American 
business 
believes 
they 
should be retained. Labor 
leaders, 
although 
they 
object to them in principle, 
are relieved, many of them, 
of the obligation of calling 
for 
inflated 
new 
wage 
agreements. 
Congress 
is 
smug, satisfied that with 
wage and price controls the 
illusion is spoon-fed that our 
legislators 
are 
“ fighting 
inflation.” 
Nobody 
much 
has noticed that they are 
having no effect to speak of 
on inflation. 
Let us put it exactly. 
During 
the 
first 
seven 
months of 1971, i.e., before 
the wage and price freeze, 
the Consumer Price Index 
showed that inflation was 
proceeding at a rate of 3.8 
per cent. The annual rate 
under Phase II comes out at 
— 
3.5 
per 
cent. 
The 
Wholesale 
Price 
Index, 
during 
the 
first 
seven 
months of 1971, showed an 
inflation rate of 5.2 per cent. 
Under Phase II, that rate is 
5.4 per cent. In other words, 
under price controls, we 
have improved a mere 3- 
lOths of one per cent by one 
index, have actually got 
worse by 2-10ths of one per 
cent on the other index. 
Now 
add 
to this two 
factors: 1) over the short 
haul, you can tam per with 
indices in such a way as to 
conceal price rises. For 
instance, if someone sells 
you a refrigerator for $100 
with 12 months’ guarantee, 
and a year later offers the 
same refrigerator for $100 
with six months' guarantee, 
the dealer hasn’t raised the 
price of the refrigerator in 
such a way as to register in 
the CPI; but the cost of the 
refrigerator 
has 
actually 
risen to the extent of the 
value 
of 
the diminished 
guarantee. There is a lot of 
that kind of thing going on, 
as 
P r o f e s s o r 
Milton 
Friedman predicted. And, 
2) 
such 
infinitesimal 
improvement as appears in 
the CPI might very well 
have 
appeared 
without 
wage and price controls, 
because monetary reforms 
had been undertaken during 
1970 and in the spring of 1971 
t h a t 
w e r e 
c o u n t e r - 
inflationary. so that there 
are few grounds if any for 
assuming that wage and 
price controls have been 
useful even in stabilizing the 
rate of inflation. 
Indeed, if you look at the 
figures in a particular way, 
you can plausibly entertain 
other suspicions. The annual 
rate of inflation in 1970 was 
six per cent. The last month 
before 
the 
wage 
freeze 
( Ju l y, 
1971) 
showed 
inflation at a rate that 
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annualized at 2.4 per cent. 
Less, in other words, than 
under 
wage 
and 
price 
controls. By the way, the 
figure 
is 
adjusted 
for 
seasonal factors. 
And now the economy is 
r a p i d l y 
e x p a n d i n g , 
approaching 
boom 
fever: 
Manufacturing capacity and 
skilled personnel are being 
strained to handle the load. 
The 
federal 
deficit 
is 
incredible, with no prospect 
in sight for reduction. The 
rapid 
expansion 
of 
the 
money supply in the first 
half of this year is beginning 
to bid prices up, and union 
resentment over controls 
will 
necessarily 
explode 
next 
year 
as 
contracts 
expire. 
It is of course true that 
individual 
businesses, 
beleaguered by monopoly 
unions, 
are 
grateful 
for 
whatever 
lessening 
of 
pressure is now felt on 
them The correct reform, 
of course, 
would 
be to 
r e d u ce 
the 
l e v e r a g e 
exercised by the monopoly 
unions. That proves to be 
politically difficult, so the 
employers look for relief in 
wage and price controls, 
and the administration uses 
the argument that they do 
serve 
to 
dampen 
the 
inflationary psychology. 
But 
expectations 
are 
based on experiences, not on 
neat 
indices 
and 
public 
exhortation. The principal 
item s 
in 
an 
average 
family’s 
budget 
haven’t 
been controlled, and can’t. 
How does one control the 
price of a new dress style? 
Or of used houses and cars? 
Even the 50,000 full-time 
controllers 
who 
worked 
during 
World 
War 
II 
couldn’t control the price of 
such articles, or of beef, 
lumber, or utilities. The 
price of automobiles and 
consumer durables (the so- 
called oligopolies) rose 15 
per cent from 1966 to 1971, 
while the price of services 
(largely 
exempt 
from 
controls) soared by 37 per 
cent. By pressing down on 
the big, visible companies, 
controls 
simply 
divert 
inflationary 
pressures 
to 
uncontrolled sectors. Try 
squeezing a balloon. That’s 
wage and price controls. 
Well, 
as 
P r o l e s s o r 
Friedman said, if the people 
want witchcraft, give them 
w i t c h c r a f t . 
T h a t ’s 
democracy. What it isn’t is 
good sense, or freedom.

Democratic battle upcoming

Look for a real fight to 
break out here next month 
when the state’s Democrats 
hold their convention, with 
the 
p a r t y ’s 
left 
wing 
battling to retain control in 
the 
face of 
November’s 
defeat at the polls. 
The issue will be selection 
of a chairman of the state 
central committee. 
Mod, 
lib 
and 
likeable 
Assemblyman John Burton, 
a San Franciscan, has said 
he 
w i l l 
a n n o u n c e 
Wednesday (Dec. 20) he is 
running for the chair now 
held 
by 
Los 
Angeles 
attorney Charles Manatt. 
State law required the next 
chairman 
be 
from 
the 
northern end of the state. 
Burton is not the only 
northern Californian after 
the job, however, and over 
the weekend his plans ran 
into opposition from the 
party’s 
state 
executive 
committee. By a 26 to 22 
vote, it adopted a resolution 
that, if the convention goes 
along, 
would 
bar 
office 
h o l d e r s 
f r o m 
t h e 
chairmanship. 
And Burton is the only 
office holder in the running . 


Burton’s initial reaction 
was a not-very-convincing, 
“ I’m disappointed.” Then 
he added he would go after 
the post anyway. 
The resolution, obviously 
aimed at the statehouse 
leader, is seen as a reaction 
to the very unsuccessful 
presidential candidacy of 
South Dakota Sen. George 
McGovern, who managed to 
carry only Massachusetts 
and the District of Columbia 
in his attempt to unseat 
P resid en t 
Richard 
M. 
Nixon. The electoral vote 
tally was 521 to 17. 
Nationwide, 
Nixon’s 
m a r g i n 
w a s 
in 
t h e 
neighborhood of 46 million 
to about 29 million, or 61 per 
cent 
to 
38 
per 
cent. 
McGovern did 
better 
in 
California; the President’s 
Golden State margin was 4.5 
million to 3.4 million, 56 per 
cent to 42 per cent . . but 
D e m o c r a t s 
h a v e 
a 
registration 
m argin 
of 
something like three to two 
over Republicans. 
Burton was a McGovern 
backer almost from the 
beginning. 
Along with fellow San 
Francisco 
Assemblyman 
Willie “Give me back my 
delegation” 
Brown 
and 
f ar m 
labor 
or gani zer 
Dolores 
Huerta, 
Burton 
cochaired 
the 
McGovern 
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campaign in California. The 
Dakotan took some 45 per 
cent of the winner-take-all 
prim ary 
vote, 
all 
but 
cinching the nomination at 
Miami Beach. 
The executive committee 
resolution vote looks like 
the leaders of that other 55 
per cent 
now 
trying to 
regain control of their own 
party, b u t . . . 
“ I don’t know if they can 
make 
it 
stick,” 
was 
Burton’s observation when 
queried by Capitol News 
Service, 
adding 
that 
he 
didn’t attend the executive 
committee 
meeting 
and 
doesn’t know the reason the 
com m ittee 
adopted 
the 
resolution 
Earlier 
he 
had 
given 
purity a plug by saying he 
was “99 and 44-l00ths per 
cent sure” he would seek 
the 
party 
chairmanship. 
The 
com m ittee’s 
rebuff, 
apparently, took care of the 
remaining 56-l00ths of a per 
cent. 
B u r t o n 
n o t e d 
t h e 
committee vote was close, 
that 
the 
total 
members 
voting on the resolution, 
much less those who voted 
for it, are a minority of the 
entire executive committee, 
and 
that 
the 
executive 
committee is a minority of 
those who’ll be voting when 
the state’s Democrats meet 
in 
the 
capital 
in 
late 
January. 
“There are 170 members 
of 
th e 
e x e c u t i v e 
comm ittee,” 
Burton 
said 
after some fast work with a 
pencil, “ and only 26 of them 
favored this resolution. 
“ When the party holds its 
convention, there will be 
something like another 500 
or so Democrats voting.” 
As a result, he rates his 
chances as “ better than 
fair.” 
After rating his chances, 
he 
laughed 
and 
added, 
“ Anyway, we’ll find out.’’ 
The 
resolution 
was 
sponsored 
by, 
among 
others, 
George 
Branson, 
chairman of 
the party's 
c en tr al 
c o m m i t t e e 
in 
Sacramento Co. 
He 
has 
owned it is “ merely an 
expression of the sense of 
the body,” and not binding 
on the party convention. 
Among other contenders 


for the party’s top state post 
are attorney John Merlo of 
Chico, currently chairman 
of 
the 
party’s 
northern 
division, 
former 
deputy 
attorney 
general 
Charles 
O’Brien of Danville, and 
Mrs. 
Pat Nesbett, 
north 
state women's chairperson. 
M erlo 
atten d ed 
the 
e x e c u t i v e 
c o m m i t t e e 
meeting 
in Oakland and 
voted against the resolution, 
saying he did not want to kill 
Burton’s chances for the job 
.. at that time, anyway. 
M erlo 
also 
charged, 
however, that 
McGovern 
s u p p o r t e r 
B u r t o n 
“represents a continuation 
of the policies of the past 
which lead to our defeat on 
a national basis.” 
Burton may have some 
good cards in his hand, even 
so , 
s i n c e 
w h a t e v e r 
happened nationally and on 
the presidential level, the 
Democratic Party did very 
well indeed on Nov. 7 at the 
assembly level, taking a 
commanding 51 to 29-seat 
lower house lead. 
And Burton, brother of 
San Francisco Congressman 
Phil 
Burton, 
seemingly 
locked-in as legislator from 
a district that includes Nob 
and 
T e l e g r a p h 
hills, 
Chinatown, 
North 
Beach, 
the Waterfront, the Mission 
District and the Tenderloin, 
has plans. 
These 
include 
a 
clean 
sweep of partisan offices in 
the 1974 elections, when a 
U.S. 
senator’s 
seat, 
the 
governorship 
and 
other 
state constitutional offices, 
half the state senate and the 
congressional and assembly 
seats are all on the block 
“ I 
can work 
with all 
elements of the 
party,’’ 
Burton said, “and I can 
raise money.” 


This last could contain a 
veiled threat, since some 
Democrats 
are 
unhappy 
that McGovern has a list of 
financial backers separate 
from the list of those the 
party as a whole can count 
on for funds. 
If Burton can indeed work 
with — and unite — all 
elements of the party, the 
party's top state job should

News in brief 


Cost of living up 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Pushed by another round of 
higher food prices, the cost of living edged up 0.2 per cent in 
November, the Labor Department reported Friday, casting 
doubt whether the administration can meet its anti­ 
inflation goal by the end of the year. 
“Inflation remains a national problem,” said Herbert 
Stein, chairman of the President’s Council of Economic 
Advisers. 
The November increase in the government’s consumer 
price index was the smallest monthly price rise since a 
similar 0.2 per cent unadjusted gain in August. Adjusted for 
seasonal factors, the November rise was 0.3 per cent, the 
same as in October. 
But food prices—the biggest bugaboo for the administra­ 
tion’s inflation fighters—jumped 0.4 per cent in November 
and a whopping 1.1 per cent seasonally adjusted, the biggest 
gain in nine months. Instead of the usual large November 
decline in grocery prices, food prices rose last month, led 
by beef and fresh vegetables. 


Money revaluation 


CANBERRA, Australia (UPI) — Prime Minister Gough 
Whitlam announced Saturday an overall 7.05 per cent 
revaluation of the Australian dollar, a move which could 
make Australian beef more expensive for American 
housewives. 
Whitlam, the first Labor prime minister in 23 years, also 
announced measures to check the flow of foreign capital 
into Australia. 
The 7.05 per cent increase represents the difference in the 
current market value of the $1 Australian to $1.1910 U.S. 
and the new market rate of $1 Australian to $1.2750 
American. Whitlam said the gold parity rate of the 
Australian dollar, formerly $1.2160 U.S. would be set at the 
same figure of $1.2750 U.S. 


Wants more help 


PARIS (UPI) — North Vietnam appealed anew to its 
allies Friday for increased aid in its fight against the 
United States 
The call came in a statement released by the North Viet­ 
namese peace delegation in Paris. 
“The Vietnamese people and the North Vietnamese 
government call urgently on the peoples and governments 
of the Soviet Union, of China, of the brother Socialist 
countries, on peace-loving peoples and governments, and on 
the American people to stop the criminal hands of the 
Nixon administration in time . . . ’’ the statement said 


Pope's appeal 


VATICAN CITY (UPI i — Pope Paul VI appealed Friday 
for resumption of Vietnam cease-fire negotiations and also 
called for renewed peace efforts in Northern Ireland and 
the Middle East. 
The Pope made the statements in his annual state of the 
church and world address to the College of Cardinals. 
“We would not wish that a dangerous sense of discontent 
and impotence should cause the interested parties to lose 
their resolve and willingness to have recourse to the paths 
of sincere and persevering negotiations ’ he said of the

BELFAST (UPI) — A bomb blast heavily damaged a bus 
company depot in Belfast late Friday afternoon—bringing a 
quick end to an unofficial Christmas truce against violence 
in Northern Ireland.

Six more rescued from 
10-week old plane crash 


SAN FERNANDO, Chile (UPI) -Two 
survivors from the crash 10 weeks ago of 
a chartered Uruguayan plane emerged 
from the Andes mountains Friday and 
told police 14 others still were living but 
slowly starving in the snowcovered 
wreckage of the plane. 
A Chilean air force helicopter flew to 
the crash site later in the day and 
rescued six more of the survivors, but 
high winds and heavy snow prevented it 
from flying back to pick up the eight 
others. 
A military spokesman described the 
group as exhausted by their ordeal but 
enthusiastic 
about 
their 
dramatic 
rescue. Except for loss of weight, he 
said, they appeared to be in reasonably 
good health. 
“They feel as if they have been 
reborn," he said. 
A patrol of soldiers and mules was 
sent from the Colchaga army base 
outside this provincial capital to the 
crash site, but they were not expected to 
reach the area until Saturday. The 
survivors were brought to the base 
The survivors said 29 others aboard 
the plane either died when, it crashed 
into the side of a mountain peak or were 


killed later by a snow slide, or died of 
exposure, exhaustion or hunger 
A total of 45 persons, five of them 
women, were aboard the Uruguayan Air 
Force 
F27 
turboprop 
when 
it 
disappeared in the 18,000-foot mountain 
range Oct 
13 on a charter flight to 
Santiago, the Chilean capital The plane 
was carrying the Old Christian Brothers 
rugby team of Montevideo to Chile for a 
series of games. 
The two survivors who found their 
way out of the mountains after more 
than two months to alert the rescue 
parties were both members of the rugby 
team, Roberto Canessa Urta, 20, and 
Fernando Parrado Dolgay, 23. 
Parrado told police his mother and 
sister were among those killed when the 
plane crashed The three other women 
and four crew members also died in the 
crash, he said 


Canessa and Parrado, who is a former 
auto racing driver, said the 36 who 
survived the crash carefully rationed a 
supply of food carried aboard the plane 
to sustain themselves 
They melted 
snow to use as drinking water.

advocates" and called them

Petersen said later he

of

borrowing of water by the 
Goleta 
County 
Water 
District from other districts 
which sooner or later will 
take up these entitlements.

Major fight brews 
over farm laborers

SACRAMENTO 
- 
A 
major battle is brewing in 
California's rich farm belt 
with farmers allied with the 
Teamsters Union against 
the United Farm Workers 
Union (UFWU) of Cesar 
Chavez. 
Predictions 
are 
being 
made that the confrontation 
will be bloody and that more 
than one skull will be split 
before it is over — if ever. 
Not only is it a fight 
between Chavez’ AFL-CIO 
union 
and 
the 
more 
moderate Teamsters, but it 
is a 
racial conflict too 
pitting Mexican-Americans 
against Caucasians. 
Farmers and Teamsters 
are getting together for 
mutual protection from the 
aggressive and ultra-liberal 
Chavez 
Teamsters are starting to 
renegotiate 
contracts 
covering some 30,000 farm 
workers and 
the 
union 
favors 
bringing 
workers 
under the National Labor 
Relations Act. 
This joint effort is quite a 
switch for farmers who 
have been strong in their 
fight against unionization. 
Frank E. Fitzsimmons, 
Teamsters president, was 
equally hard 
on 
the 
California 
Farm 
Bureau 
Federation members as he 
was on UFWU and Chavez 
as 
he addressed 
the 
farmer s annual convention 
in Fresno. 
He called for an alliance 
between farmer and farm 
worker which will work for 
“ the 
mutual 
benefit 
of 


each ’ 
Chavez sees the uneasy 
alliance as a “ bail out" on 
the part of the farmers. 
Meanwhile, back at the 
farm, the lettuce boycott is 
being intensified in hopes 
the workers will sign with 
UFWU. 
Observers 
believe 
the 
battle between the unions 
will be heated. 
“ The 
confrontation 
is 
going to be a lot bigger and 
a lot messier than some of 
the other fights between 
these two unions, and this 
dates back until 1965,“ the 
observer said. 
He injected the racism 
issue which is “ potentially 
the most volatile” factor in 
the battle.

Mobile home taxation

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
The little old ladies in tennis 
shoes are going to be up in 
arms again because that 
idea of taxing their mobile 
homes like regular homes 
won’t go away. 
Phillip 
Watson, 
tax 
assessor for Los Angeles 
County, stirred up a storm 
earlier this year when he 
suddenly 
informed 
the 
35,000 mobile homes owners 
in the county that 
they 
would have to pay regular 
property taxes. 
Since 
their 
inception 
decades ago when trailers 
were 
modest 
little 
jobs 
hooked onto cars, owners 
have paid a vehicle license 
tax plus a personal property 
tax. 
Watson took the position 
that the one-time trailers 
have 
become 
“immobile 
mobile homes.’’ He noted 
that most of them were in 
p a r k s , 
m a n y 
wi th 
swimming pools, laundries, 
stores. They are hooked up 
to 
public 
utilities 
and 
receive such services as fire 
and police protection and 
public schools. 
Watson's ruling was over­ 
turned in August by Superior 
Court 
Judge 
Harold 
F. 
Coliins who found that the 
new 
impost 
represented 
double taxation and that the 
assessor had exceeded his 
authority. 
But now the proposal has 
popped 
up again 
in 
the 
legislature 
in 
a 
bill 
introduced by Sen. William 
E. Coombs, R-Rialto. 
It would take taxation ot 
mobile homes out of the 
Department 
of 
Motor 
Vehicles and tax them as 
homes The Senate Revenue 
and 
Taxation 
Committee 
held a hearing on the bill 
earlier this month in San 
Diego. 
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As a state law, it would 
affect the more than 280,000 
mobile homes in the state. 
Such is their popularity that 
mobile homes’ population in 
California is exceeded only 
by the cities of Los Angeles, 
San 
D i e g o 
and 
San 
Francisco. 
Such a new type of tax 
revenue 
would 
also 
be 
watched carefully by public 
officials across the country 
There are now between 5 
and 6 million mobile homes 
in the nation. 
The 
issue 
is a 
highly 
emotional one, particularly 
since it involves to a very 
major extent senior citizens 
living on fixed incomes. One 
of the reasons many of them 
decided on mobile homes 
was precisely because they 
did 
not 
involve property 
taxation. 
Wat s on 
could 
have 
appealed the court’s ruling 
but he decided against it. He 
and 
h is 
d e p a r t m e n t 


discovered they had opened 
up a can of political worms 
and 
were 
getting 
little 
support from the county 
Board of Supervisors. 
One of Watson’s aides 
went to a mobile home park 
to try to explain the new tax 
and 
reported, 
only 
half 
jokingly, that he feared he 
was going to be physically 
assaulted by highly charged 
old ladies 
There 
are 
legitimate 
arguments for both sides. 
It is highly improbable 
that many of the mobile 
homes are ever going to be 
moved. 


A 
number 
of 
people, 
notably owners of expensive 
homes who consider the 
proliferation of the mobiles 
as eyesores bringing down 
the value to their property 
when they spring up nearby, 
contend there is no logical 
reason to give them special 
status. 


SALT LAKE CITY tUFI) 
— A team of University of 
Utah 
s c i e n t i s t s 
has 
vaporized 
a 
sandwich'’ 
made of unflavored gelatin 
and a sprinkle of copper to 
create what they believe is 
the first x-ray laser. 
If they’re right — and 
many 
other 
researchers 
aren’t yet convinced—the 
Utah group has come up 
with the first flickerings of 
a new laser beam with 
important long-range uses. 
The 
X-ray 
laser 
has 
eluded scientists since the 
first lasers —beams of light 
amplified by making their 
atoms move in union—were 
developed a dozen years 
ago. 
Its potential uses include 
g eneti c 
and 
medical 
r e s e a r c h , 
t r i g g e r i n g 
controlled 
thermonuclear 
reactions, communications, 
anti-personnel weapons and 
anti-ballistic missile devi­ 
ces. 
But the beam produced by 
Drs. John Kepros, Edward 
M. Eyring and F. William 
Cagle, 
Jr., 
is 
a 
weak, 
sometime thing important 
primarily as a guide to 
future research 
“ It’s 
not 
clear 
yet 
whether they’ve produced 
an X-ray laser,’’ says Dr. 
Arthur Schalow, a pioneer 
laser researcher at Stanford 
University. “Some of their 
f i n d i n g s 
have 
been 
confirmed, but there are 
q u e s t i o n s 
about 
the 
interpretations. What it is I 
don’t know.” 
Kepros, a postdoctoral re­ 
searcher 
in 
chemistry, 
created 
the controversial 
beam 
by 
focusing 
an 
infrared laser on a thin film 
of 
gelatin 
sandwiched 
between 
two 
microscope 
cover glasses. 
The 
gelatin 
mixture 
consisted 
of 
unflavored 
gelatin “doped” with copper 
sulphate 
When the beam from the 
laser hit the "sandwich. 


the glass covers and gelatin 
mix disintegrated In about 
one of every 15 tries, the 
v a p o r i z a t i o n 
wa s 
a c c o mp a n i e d 
by 
the 
emission of an apparent X- 
rav beam. 


A team from the Naval 
Research Laboratory in Wa­ 
shington. DC., duplicated 
the Utahans work and also 
concluded that an X-ray 
emission 
“ is 
associated 
with 
an event occurring 
after vaporization of the 
glass forming the gelatin 
sandwich.” 
Using photographic plates 
wrapped in aluminum foil, 
Kepros determined that the 
emission was a “ hard ’ X- 
ray able to pass through air 
and that it stayed the same 


size at varying distances. 
It 
the 
“ weak” 
beam 
produced at Utah is indeed 
an X-ray laser and if it can 
be 
perfected, 
scientists 
could use the high intensity 
X-ray to examine almost 
anything without removing 
it from its environment 
“ We 11 be able to look at 
genes, 
molecules 
and 
viruses as they actually are, 
eliminating 
analysis 
by 
deduction." 
Kepros 
said 
“Cancer researchers will be 
able to see changes in cells.

NFL handicap: 
Dolphsto fall?

NEW YORK (U P I> —In a sense, you could say the Miami 
Dolphins have everything and the Cleveland Browns 
nothing. 
They’re unbeaten for one thing. For another they’re the 
only NFL club ever to win as many as 14 games in a single 
season and the first club ever to have not one, but two 1,000- 
yard rushers in the same backfield at one time. Mercury 
Morris made it without moving a muscle Thursday on the 
strength of Pete Rozelle’s movie projector which picked up 
nine additional yards Merc never knew he had 
More than that, the Dolphins have a knowledgable, exper­ 
ienced Earl Morrall, who knows what to do with the ball, 
and a Jim Kiick with those quick feet of his, not to mention 
Paul Warfield, the best wide receiver around. 
Cleveland doesn’t have anybody in its backfield with 1,000 
yards. The best the Browns can offer is Leroy Kelly with 
811. Then you go to their defense. You won’t find any Bob 
Lilly there, only a bunch of guys with no names. 


“Don’t let something like that fool you, though,” says 
Bob DeMarco, the Browns’ center who used to be with the 
Dolphins. “They play team defense, 11 guys, and when 
they’re on the stick, they’re as good as anyone else 
around.’’ 
Same with Leroy Kelly. In his day he has accumulated 
6,885 yards rushing leaving him dehind only Jim Brown, 
Jim Taylor and Joe Perry, and who is there out there 
among you to say positively this Sunday won’t be Leroy 
Kelly’s day? 
I know all about the Dolphins being 12-point choices, and 
the “wild card” Browns not even winning their own 
division. I know all about the incredibly thorough coaching 
job Don Shula does, and the fact the ball game, one of two 
nationally televised AFC divisional playoff contests this 
weekend, will be played in Miami. 
But I also know young Mike Phipps doesn't fall down and 
faint too easily. And that every ball club in the world,even 
the Dolphins, has an off-day sometime. 
Call it the law of averages or whatever you like, I have a 
hunch Cleveland is going to knock over Miami Sunday and 
Pittsburgh will get past Oakland in the other AFC playoff 
encounter Saturday. 


Over in the NFC, I’m going with Dallas over San 
Francisco Saturday and Washington over Green Bay 
Sunday with the earnest hope none of this ruins your 
Christmas. Please bear in mind these choices don’t 
represent any guarantee, merely an opinion. 
The Steelers are making their first appearance as 
division winners in their 40-year history, and if ever a ball 
club is due to win one. they certainly are. 
Part of the trick will be shutting off the Raiders’ running 
attack and making them go to the air. Once the Steelers 
manage to get in front on their home court, I can t see 
Oakland catching them. 
The Dallas-San Francisco struggle is a match-up of a pair 
of former teammates, Tom Landry, the coach of the 
Cowboys, and Dick Nolan, the Forty-Niners’ coach. 
Both used to play for the New York Giants and Nolan was 
a Dallas aide before taking over the Forty-Niners four 
years ago. On Saturday in San Francisco, each is going to 
try to out guess the other. 


Bob Lilly is a doubtful starter for the Cowboys and if he 
can’t play that has to hurt them, but this makes it seven 
years in a row Dallas has been in a postseason playoff or 
championship game and I think they’re going to be in 
another one on Dec. 31 when the NFC and AFC title games 
will be played 
The big question in the Washington-Green Bay skirmish 
is Larry Brown, the NFC’s rushing leader (1,216 yards) who 
missed the Redskins’ last two gam es because of bruises on 
his right knee and left heel. 
Bruises and all, Larry Brown runs better than any Mr. 
America you ever saw He has an excellent instinct for 
knowing exactly when to move for an opening Brown 
doesn't always go to what other running backs would 
consider the primary hole If he sees some other spot, he’s 
apt to dart for that one 
A month ago, in Washington, Brown was limited to 49 
yards and the Skins still beat the Packers, 21-16. 
Washington was coming off a Monday night game in that 
one Brojvn didn’t have a full week s rest. He has had two 
now. It should make a little difference.

Brodie: moment to remember

SAN FRANCISCO—(NEA) 
—Every now and then the 
drama of a sports achieve­ 
ment breaks through the il­ 
lusory * feel of games and 
play and stands pure as an 
emotional experience. 


It happened the other day 
when John Riley Brodie, a 
37-year-old 
father 
of four 
daughters and 
o n e 
son, 
spiralled a football for a net 
gain of two yards and a 
touchdown. 


The touchdown, with 25 
seconds to play in a game 
against the Minnesota Vi­ 
kings, meant the San Fran­ 
cisco 49ers would participate 
in 
the 
National 
Football 
League championship play­ 
offs. 


For John Brodie, it meant 
the delicious thrill of a su­ 
perb moment, which he cele­ 
brated by banging his hel­ 
met violently against the 
artificial surface of the play­ 
ing field. It really wouldn’t 
matter what happened after 
that. 
The old guy (football-wise) 
had his personal fulfillment. 
For eight weeks he had not 
been in a game, ever since 
an offensive tackle missed a 
block on the last play of a 
losing effort against the New 
York Giants in October and 
a blindside sack by Jack 
Gregory crumpled his ankle. 
Injuries at Brodie’s age 
heal slower, and by the time 
he was ready to play again 
a young quarterback, Steve 
Spurrier, had the 49ers mov­ 
ing forward. 
The old guys don’t take be­ 
ing 
b e n c h e d 
gracefully. 
Brodie had been through it 
once before, on the other 


end, when he supplanted Y. 
A. Tittle more than a decade 
ago. Their pride tells them 
they can still do the job and 
if they’ve been with a team 
as long as Unitas and Brodie, 
there is a possessiveness in 
their attitude. Brodie, in his 
16th year as a pro, has never 
played for any team but the 
49ers. 
The way Spurrier was go­ 
ing down the stretch part of 
the season, he couldn’t af­ 
ford to say anything, but 
privately he was bitter. The 
hell with the kid. It was his 
right to play. 
And so they came to the 
final game of the season with 
a victory absolutely neces­ 
sary. Late in the third quar­ 
ter the 49ers were down 11 
points and in trouble. Spur­ 
rier isn’t the kind of quar­ 
terback who can play catch­ 
up football. His long passes 
have a tendency to hang and 
get picked off. 
The sluggish 49ers needed 
a quick charge, and Coach 
Dick Nolan turned to the old 
guy sitting o u t h is ninth 
straight game and told him 
to warm up. The tempo of 
the game changed immedi­ 
ately. 
Where Spurrier dinks pas­ 
ses to his halfbacks and uses 
a lot of play action to hold 
the defense in and try to 
work the middle of the field, 
Brodie takes it right to the 
other team’s secondary. He 
fires those delicate square* 
outs and quick post patterns. 
But he also was intercepted 
twice and the 49ers, in the 
last desperate minutes were 
backed up to their six-inch 
line. 
Brodie got them out with a 
magnificent pass which was 
rifled 55 yards in the air to

Gene Washington, and a few 
plays later he hit the same 
receiver for a touchdown. 
Then with a little more than 
a minute to play he moved 
them 66 yards for the win­ 
ning score — and didn’t even 
use up a full minute. 
The artistry of an old pro 
was evident in every move, 
the same kind of artistry 
that Unitas, who’s only two 
years older than Brodie, still 
maintains he has, that Earl 
Morrall, who is one year 
older than Brodie, has also 
shown in an amazing 10- 
game streak for the Miami 
Dolphins after he replaced 
injured Bob Griese. 
It has been a mixed year 
for the old boys. Sonny Jur- 
gensen, at 38, may h a v e 
ended his career when his 
right leg collapsed as he 
retreated to pass. George 
Blanda, at 45, has finally 


faded into field goal kicking. 
Lenny Dawson, 37, had a 
w e a k season. Of course, 
Unitas was decked by a 
youth movement in Balti­ 
more. 


However, Billy Kilmer at 
33 made still another come­ 
back, taking over Jurgensen 
in Washington. Norm Snead, 
the same age. led the New 
York Giants to their first 
winning season in nine years. 
Charley Johnson, at 34, also 
was a surprising retread for 
the Denver Broncos, w ho 
kept losing, but more re­ 
spectably. 
And John Brodie threw the 
final sling in for the old boys. 
He wouldn’t concede that 
the sensational clutch score 
against the Vikings was his 
paramount thrill. 
“First game I ever played 
here,” he said, “I came in 
for Tittle when he got hurt. 
We were on the Baltimore 
20 in the last minute and 
needed a touchdown to win. 
I threw to Billy Wilson but 
he got knocked down before 
the ball reached him: Hugh 
McElhenny came back to the 
huddle and told me he could 
beat Milt Davis in the cor­ 
ner. He goes out and shoves 
Davis a good eight yards and 
is all alone in the corner and 
I hit him for the touchdown. 
It gives us a tie for the con­ 
ference championship with 
Detroit. THAT was a thrill.” 
That was also the faulty 
memory of an old pro. The 
records for that rookie sea­ 
son of 1957 show he appeared 
in four previous games and 
had even thrown a touch­ 
down pass. 
But why spoil a good end­ 
ing?

NEW YORK - NEA - In 
the 
fourth 
quarter,

Miami’s 14th and final reg­ 
ular season victory safely 
tucked away, Dolphin coach 
Don Shula called his former 
starting 
quarterback, 
Bob 
Griese, to his side. 


“You’ll go in on the next 
series of downs,” said Shula. 
Griese nodded 
It would be Griese’s first 
appearance in a game in 
eight weeks, since he suf­ 
fered 
a 
dislocated 
ankle 
against San Diego. 


The next time Miami got 
the ball, the offense ran onto 
the field. But Shula held 
back Griesfc. 
"Let it run a play,” said 
Shula. 


There was a pause, then 
Griese said, "You oughta be 
in 
the 
movies.” 
Both 
laughed. 


Griese recalled this in a 
telephone conversation dur­ 
ing a break from the Dol­ 
phins' preparations for their 
play-off game against Cleve­ 
land 


"I knew his motive,” said 
Griese. "And we had a good 
joke about it ” 


Shula wanted Griese to 
run on the field alone, and 
not with the 11-man stam­ 
pede. He wanted Griese to 
receive from the crowd of 
80.000 the full, d r a m a t i c 


showering of applause that 
he knew would be forthcom­ 
ing. 


It thundered down when he 
entered the game 
"Sure, 
you’re 
always 
aware of the crowd reac­ 
tion,” 
said 
Griese. 
"You 
learn to be. I mean, like in 
a game you’ll be knocked 
flat on vour back and you 
can tell from the crowd what 
happened. For example, at a 
home game you’ll know by 
the cheering if the pass is 
completed, but if the pass is 
deflected 
or 
intercepted, 
there’s 
the 
moaning 
or 
oohing.” 


It was the second time that 
day that great applause was 
heard for a "second-string” 
quarterback. In the second 
quarter, the Colts’ Johnny 
Unitas e n t e r e d the game 
when Marty D 0 m r e s was 
briefly shaken up. Another 
cheer by 80,000 
“It was a fine tribute by 
the people of Miami,” said 
Griese, "for Johnny as a 
sportsman, for his years as a 
top pro, and they showed a 
warm awareness for his sit­ 
uation.” (Unitas had been 
supplanted—s 0 m e say cal­ 
lously—at quarterback in a 
Baltimore youth movement.) 
“And I think we all sensed 
the frustration of a great 
quarterback and that he had 
handled all this with dignity, 
like always. I didn’t applaud 
physically, but my feelings 
were like the other 80,000 
people. If I had been in the 
stands, I would have been on 


my feet for him.” 
Griese. too, had brooked a 
frustrating year 


It had seemed like curtains 
for the Dolphins when Griese 
was freighted off the field on 
a stretcher. 
This was early in Miami’s 
fifth game of the 1972 season. 
Griese, the league’s Most 
Valuable Player last season, 
appeared to be taking the 
Dolphins back to the Super 
Bowl, where they had lost to 
Dallas the season before. 


Yet the Dolphins won that 
San Diego game, and they 
won the next nine games as 
well, with veteran Earl Mor­ 
rall at quarterback. They 
won with Griese, and they 
won without Griese. They set 
a league record for consecu­ 
tive wins in a season. 


Meanwhile, Griese was in 
a cast for five weeks. From 
then on he alternately took 
heat and ice treatments on 
the ankle as he watched his 
team w i t h b i t t e r s w e e t 
thoughts. 
"I was glad to see the 
team winning because losing 
would have put more pres­ 
sure on me to return to ac­ 
tion before I was completely 
healed,” he said "But 1 also 
was frustrated that I was not 


a part of the winning. I had 
been working with this team 
for six years, starting when 
we had three and 10 and four 
and 10 records.” 


When Greg Pruitt, Okla­ 
homa running star, sat out 
his team’s surprise victory 
over Nebraska with a bad 
ankle, he said, "It hurts, 
knowing that they can do 
without you. I was always 
led to believe that I was 
indispensable.” Griese, upon 
hearing this, said, "No mat­ 
ter how good you are, that 
kind of thought defeats the 
purpose of the individual. No 
one is indispensable. It's not 
my make-up to think of my­ 
self as being so important. 
It makes you complacent. 


"I also knew that Earl 
could do the job. A lot of 
people didn’t think he could 


He didn’t look good in pre­ 
season games. But that was 
because he didn’t know the 
personnel of the Dolphins. 


He didn't know who could get 
you the yardage, who’s going 
to block best, who his best 
receivers were. Fans began 


yelling, We want Del Gaizo’ 
(Jim Del Gaizo, a r o o k i e 
quarterback). But I knew it 
would only be a matter of 


time for Morrall. I saw a 
guy who had been around for 
17 years. He must have been 
doing something right.”

NEW Y O H K - ( N E A ) - 
There’s an old story about a 
passenger on an overnight 
train who complained bitter­ 
ly to the president of the 
railroad after spending the 
night in the company of bed­ 
bugs. 
By return mail the irked 
complainer received an apol­ 
ogetic letter which expressed 
the railroad’s sincere horror 
and noted that the bedbug in­ 
cident was unique. 
Mollified, 
the passenger 
was about to dispose of the 
envelope when a small slip 
of paper fluttered out. The 
slip, which was obviously not 
intended for the passenger 
but for the president’s secre­ 
tary, read: 
‘‘Send this jerk the bed­ 
bug letter.” 
The 
nation’s 
automobile 
manufacturers insist they do 
not send “bedbug letters” to 
complaining customers but 
that every complaint is han­ 
dled promptly and individ­ 
ually. Since all companies 
have recently gone to con­ 
siderable 
lengths 
to 
help 
angry customers, satisfac­ 
tion should be guaranteed. 
This new industry stance 
may come as a surprise to 
many car owners who may 
have become accustomed to 
stony silence from Detroit 
and something less than rapt 
attention at their dealer’s 
service facility. 
None of that sort of thing 


any more, the automakers 
say. and their advertising 
campaigns do seem to con­ 
firm that the customer may 
sometimes be right. 
Ford Motor has announced 
that its corporate goal is “no 
unhappy owners” and has 
elevated its customer service 
operation to division level to 
make s u r e 
the 
goal 
is 
reached. 
Chrysler has “your man in 
Detroit,” a kind of ombuds­ 
man whose mission is to cut 
through red tape and satisfy 
the customer. 
American Motors has a 
new “buyer protection plan” 
which offers a hotline to De­ 
troit, loaner cars to custo­ 
mers whose cars break down 
and, for $149, a two-year “in­ 
surance package” w h i c h 
pays for virtually all service 
and repair bills, including 
oil. 
AMC also has a “trip in­ 
terruption” plan which pays 
your room and board if your 
car breaks down 100 miles or 
more away from your home. 
General Motors has been 
hitting the “we really care” 
button of late, although its 
complaint apparatus seems 
not so structured as the oth­ 
er companies. GM’s is the 
more conventional dealer-to- 
zone - to - division s y s t e m , 
which may be equally effec­ 
tive—or ineffective. 
Philip E. Benton Jr. is vice- 
president and general man­ 
ager of the Ford Customer 
Service Division, which is 


about a year old. He claims 
that “Ford probably has the 
best complaint handling sys­ 
tem in the business.” It fea­ 
tures computers and the as­ 
surance that customers will 
be 
contacted 
about 
their 
c o m p l a i n t s 
“within 
48 
hours.” 
The biggest single com­ 
plaint, B e n t o n says (and 
s p o k e s m e n at GM, AMC, 
C h r y s l e r and Volkswagen 
agree) is “when we don’t 
get the car fixed right the 
first time and the customer 
has to bring it back in.” 
This situation is more the 
result of a communications 
problem between the custo­ 
mer and the service repre­ 
sentative rather than incom­ 
petent mechanics, although 
the lack of skilled techni­ 
cians remains a sore spot in 
the industry. 
“Sometimes the s e r v i c e 
adviser can’t relay specific 
information to the mechanic 
because the owner isn’t able 
to explain what’s wrong,” 
say B e n t o n . " There’s a 
thump under the hood’ just 
isn’t very specific.” 
Then, too, today's cars are 
considerably m o r e compli­ 
cated than they were 
10 
years ago. A lot more can 
go wrong, and frequently 
does. It is still a source of 
constant w o n d e r to many 
that automobiles function as 
well as they do, considering 
the lack of owner mainte­ 
nance most of them get. 
Although recent advertis­ 
ing campaigns which prac* 


tically solicit complaints are 
doing their job < Ford has re­ 
ceived 
100,000 in 
1972 to 
date), complaints per 1,000 
cars in service are actually 
lower than they were six 
years ago. ranging from two 
per 1,000 (Volkswagen) to 
about seven per 1,000 (GM). 
A current major complaint 
industrywide is what Ford’s 
Benton calls the “drivability. 
performance and fuel econ­ 
omy” category. And this, the 
industry contends, is the re­ 
sult of emission control sys­ 
tems. “New cars seem to get 
out of whack easier,” reports 
Benton. “The car driven out 
of the showroom is likely to 
be different 500 to 1,000 miles 
later. We call that the green 
engine phenomenon’ and it’s 
traceable to emission control 
devices.” 
Finally, there are the vari­ 
ous recall campaigns which 
tend, at the very least, to 
make owners question the 
ability of manufacturers to 
produce trouble-free vehi­ 
cles. The campaigns also 
cause an o v e r l o a d in the 
dealers’ service areas 
“Sure, it’s a problem,” 
Benton admits. “ It’s quite 
possible for an owner to re­ 
ceive three, even four, recall 
notices for his car. That 
does not make him happy.” 
Ford’s new c a m p a i g n , 
you’ll recall, is “No Unhappy 
Owners.” Phil Benton and 
his colleagues at the other 
companies have their work 
cut out for them.
